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This application is before the PCT Legal Office for review of the declaration of the 
inventors submitted 24 September 2001. 



BACKGROUND 

On 28 October 1999 the present international application was filed with three 
applicants and inventors for the United States of America, namely Andrew D. MURDIN, 
Raymond P. OOMEN and Joe WANG. 

In response to an Office Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. 371 
(Form PCT/DO/EO/905) issued 24 May 2001, applicants filed on 24 September 2001 a 
Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney executed by Andrew D. MURDIN, Raymond 
P. OOMEN and Joe WANG, the three applicants and inventors listed in the REQUEST of 28 
October 1999, and by Pamela DUNN, who is indicated as a fourth joint inventor in the 
present application. 



DISCUSSION 



A review of the international application file reveals that Pamela DUNN was not made 
an applicant/inventor for the United States during the international phase. The declaration of 
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the inventors submitted 24 September 2001 is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497(a) as it 
does not identify the same inventive entity indicated in the international phase. See 37 CFR 
1.41(a)(4). 

The declaration is also defective because it was amended by inventor MURDIN after 
execution. See MPEP 602.01. 



In view of the discussion mentioned above, the declaration of the inventors submitted 
24 September 2001 cannot be accepted at this time. Applicants are required to provide an 
oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497(a), and, to correct inventorship to 
include Pamela DUNN as a joint inventor, to submit all the requirements under 37 CFR 
1.497(d). 

Applicants are hereby given ONE (01) MONTH from the mail date of this 
communication to submit a proper response. Failure to respond to this communication will 
result in abandonment of the international application as to the national stage in the United 
States.
